DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This is in response to the appeal brief filed on 24 January 2008. 

2. Claims 29, 31-41, 43-45 and 56-60 are pending in the application. 

3. Claims 29, 31-41, 43-45 and 56-60 have been allowed. 

4. Claims 1-28, 30, 42 and 46-55 have been cancelled. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

5. The examiner has considered the information disclosure statement (IDS) filed on 10/18/2007. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 29, 31-41, 43-45 and 56-60 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The current application is directed towards a computer-implemented method is described 
for processing multimedia channels comprising: encrypting a first group of multimedia channels 
using a first type of encryption to produce a first group of encrypted multimedia channels; 
encrypting the first group of multimedia channels using a second type of encryption to produce a 
second group of encrypted multimedia channels; concurrently transmitting the first group of 
encrypted multimedia channels with the second group of multimedia channels to a plurality of 
multimedia subscribers having multimedia receivers capable of decrypting the first group of 
encrypted multimedia channels and/or the second group of multimedia channels. Also described 
is a method comprising: receiving a plurality of channels from content providers at a cable 
headend; simulcasting premium cable channels to a plurality of subscribers in both a first 
encrypted format and a second encrypted format; and transmitting non-premium channels to the 
plurality of subscribers in a non-encrypted format.

The closest prior art to the current application was Richards U.S. Patent No. 6,690,795 
Bl. Richards is directed towards an encryption system for restricted-access television systems. 
Multiple decryption keys are used to decrypt encrypted material which is transmitted to 
customers of a restricted-access television system. 

However, Richards differs from the current application in several aspects. First Richards 
does not teach or suggest encrypting the same multimedia channels multiple times. Rather, 
program A is encrypted using one key (SK A) and program B is encrypted using another key 
(SKB). This is completely different than encrypting, for example, program A using two 
different types of encryption. Second, Richards does not teach or suggest encrypting the same 
channel using different types of encryption. Rather, as illustrated above, Richards teaches 
encrypting different programs using different keys. As a person of ordinary skill in the art will 
recognize, using two different types of encryption algorithm types is very different than using 
two different keys for the same algorithm. An encryption algorithm typically transforms data 
based on a code referred to as a key. Thus, a single type of encryption may be used with a large 
number of potential codes (keys) to encrypt/decrypt data. While Richards teaches using different 
keys for different programs, Richards is silent as to using two different types of encryption for 
the same group of multimedia channels. Third, Richards does not teach or suggest simulcasting 
two different versions of the same group of multimedia channels. Richards teaches broadcasting 
two different programs (Program A and Program B) encrypted using different keys, not two 
different versions of the same program encrypted using different encryption algorithms. 
Richards teaches transmitting multiple versions of a Control Channel Key (CCK) that is 
encrypted using different Channel Access Keys (CAK) during a transition period. See, col. 16, 
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line 65 to col. 17, line 18 (indicating that the CCK keys are encrypted according to both an "old" 
CAK key and a "new" CAK key during the transition period). However, again, Richards 
provides no indication that the CCK keys are encrypted using different types of encryption 
algorithms (only different CAK keys). Further, Richards is completely silent with regard to 
encrypting the same channel or group of channels multiple times using different types of 
encryption.
